Tlie 11 gores of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for week ending the 7th November 1953, relate to 192 
towns with an estimated population of 25,079 thousands* 
The total number of towns is 296 and their population is 
36,160 thousands. Thus 65% of the total number of towns 
representing 69% of the total population is covered in thia 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 13,352 and 7,656 representing birth and 
death rates of 27-7 and 15' 8 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A di C) : — The data hete relate to 169 
towns with an estimated population of 22,090 thousands. 
Information about Bihar and West Bengal could 
not be included. The total number of towns is 260 and 
their population is 30,810 thousands. Thus 68% of 
the total number of towns representing 72% of the total 
population is covered. The numbers of births and deaths
